‘Important quantities of gas are said 
to have been found in four. wells 
drilled by the Naphtha Company near 
the Dead Sea, at a point about 33 
miles south-west of Beersheba. The 
wells, which have been named 
“ Zohar,” were drilled for oil, and in 
“Zohar 4”. the quantity. of gas 
exceeds that found in all other wells, 
including those at Heletz. | 

A spokesman’ for the Naphtha 
Company has claimed that if fully 
exploited, this one well could pro- 
duce two million cubie feet of natural 
gas, which is equivalent to between 
300 and 350 barrels of oil. 

So far T£2.5° million “have ‘been 


invested in the Zohar wells, and it is_ 


estimated that there are about 50 bil- 
lion cubic metres of gas that could be 
exploited in this area.

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ISRAEL'S MINORITY

Cabbage leaves; .cooked rice, ] 
teacuptul; raw minced beef, 1. Ib.; 
grated onion, 1 tablespoonful ; brown 
Sugar, 1 OZ. ; tomato purée, 4 pt; 
water, 4 pt.; sultanas, 2 0z.; salt, 
pepper, lemon juice. 

PLACE 12. large outer cabbage 
leaves in a bowl, cover with boiling 

water, leave for 2 or 3 minutes, then 
drain, dry with a cloth, and cut away 
a little of the tough stem ends. 

the: meat: and: rice, add the 
grated onion and a tablespoonful of 
tomato purée, and season with salt 
and pepper.

North of England airport carrying 
a group of Jewish children from 

urope. These children, most of 
whose parents had been shot by 
the Nazis or had died in the con- 
centration camps from hunger and 
disease, had themselves suffered 
agonies but had miraculously 
survived. 

Among the children, all looking 
pale and thin and some clearly ill, 
was little Ben Helfgott. His story 
was similar to that of the others, 
but it. had particularly tragic 
aspects.. He was born in Lodz,. 


Poland, in 1929. He was nine when 


the. war -broke out. When the 


Germans overran Poland his family 


had to move into the ghetto in 
Lodz. The Germans then liquidated 
the ghetto. by killing most of the 
Jews in gas. chambers. Ben's 
family ‘survived this, but then the 
Germans began shooting ‘groups 
of Jews who had beén left. Among 
those. who .were shot were his 
mother and his little sister. poe 

Ben and his father were sent to 
another camp and then to Buchen- 
wald. There father and son were 

parted. ‘The father was sent to yet 
another camp, while Ben remained. 
in Buchenwald. Ben never saw his 
father again. Later he learned that 
his father tried to escape from a 
group of. Jews destined for the 
death chambers and..was shot. by 
the Nazis.. |

RABBI I. Z. SOLOVEITCHIK 


The Briske Rebbe, Rabbi Isaac Zvi 
Soloveitchik, whose death at the age 
of 72.0n Yom Kippur is reported on 
pagel, came from a family who for 
generations have 
provided great; 
rabbis and religi- ; 
ous leaders, 
writes our Jeru- 
salem -correspon- 
dent. 

Rabbi  Solo- 
veitchik followed 
this tradition and ‘ja 
was much loved 
and greatly res- 7 
pected by 
‘Rabbi Soloveitchik 
one of the Council of Sages of the 
Acudas Israel. He came to Palestine 
in 1941. by way of Russia and 
Turkey. 

The Rebbe was one of the learned 
scholars who were approached by the 
Premier, Mr. Ben-Gurion, to- give 
their Views on. the “ Who is a Jew ?” 


controversy, but he vehemently 
refused to give any answer or to 
voice an opinion on the question 
because he said that Mr. Ben-Gurion 
was “an un-Godly man.” 

When the = Religious Centre in 
Jerusalem: was opened in May last 
year Rabbi Soloveitchik ordered a 
boycott on the Centre on behalf of 
the Aguda rabbis because, it was 
stated, “the Mizrachi Party has taken 
complete control. of’ the Centre in 
order to turn it into a cultural centre 
which would publish edicts for the 
entire world.” 

In 1948 Rabbi: Soloveitchik created 
the Foundation for the Absorption 
of Immigrant Children in Israel, 
which has established centres in 
Jerusalem, Galilee, in the Sharon 
Valley, and in the Northern Negev. 

In a message issued on Monday 
night Chief Rabbi. Yitzhak Nissim 
said that with the death of Rabbi 
Soloveitchik “Judaism has lost one 
of ‘its greatest. personalities and 
‘students of Torah the — greatest 
expounder of its secrets.” 


DR. O: DZIALOWSKI

ported .to Belsen, where his wife 
perished afew weeks before 
‘liberation ‘of. the- camp;. the 


approach of the Allied: -armies Dr. 
Dzialowski. was entrained. by the 
Nazis: for an obvious destination, but 
ihe Russians arrived just in. time to 
berate him and many others on this 
transport. 

He joined his children jn England 


in 1947, and later obtained permission 
to practise medicine in North London, 
where he became an active and 
respected member of. 
Yisroel Synagogue. 

Dr. Dzialowskj was .a man of 
strong. religious’ convictions, great 
integrity, and wide education, setting 
an inspiring example to all-who came 
in. contact. with him. He js survived 
by four sons and one daughter,

arrested he was accused of being ‘in 
possession of “Israeli propaganda ”

On several occasions 
Jews have been taken away for police 
interrogation solely because they were 
wearing Magen David lockets, and 
there have been frequent reports of 
street hoodlums attacking them for a 
similar “ crime.” 

The terrorist attack.on the Algerian 
synagogue ‘occurred at  Bou-Saada, 
about 160 miles from Algiers. The 
five-year-old. girl died of her 
injuries, and one of the four wounded 
congregants, 57-year-old Mr, Sellem 
Abraham. was taken-to hospital and 
placed on the danger list. While a 
number of attempts have been made 
to murder Jewish citizens in the town, 
this is the first time. terrorists have 
attacked the synagogue.
